Good As the Wheat 

“Good as the wheat” is an old motto, about as 
much the last word in meaning as “Safe as the Bank 
of England.” A bag of No. 1 Northern, clean as a 
whistle of cockle and foxtail, was a symbol of sure val¬ 
ue long before gold was known in the world. Wheat 
has been found in the pyramids. The Egyptians just 
about worshipped wheat. The Bible calls it corn, so do 
the English. But when we say “good as the wheat” 
we refer to the bushel of brown, hard kernels worth 
by government fixture this year $2.20. In the memory 
of living men, when did “good as wheat” mean more 
than it does now? Never. A bag of wheat weighing 
two byshels and a peck tots up in 1917 to just about 
the value of a five dollar gold piece. But of course no 
man wants gold for wheat. All he gets is a check made 
out in his favour on some bank and signed by the man¬ 
ager of some elevator company or milling concern. The 
check is converted into bills or goes on deDOsit. Good 
wheat, good paper; nobody asks any questions. Because 
the company is O. K. and the bank'is sound. If any 
wheat seller had any doubt of either he would at once 
demand something else. “I sold good wheat,” he 
would say. “I want something as good in exchange.” 
What made the wheat good? The good faimer behind 
it. A poor farmer can make good seed into poor wheat. 
What make the paper money good? Ihe security of 
the corporation whose name it bears. The sounder the 
corporation, the nearer the paper comes to being as 
good as the wheat. But even a big company may go 
broke. Batk of the corporation is a concern whose 
guarantee on a piece of paper is better than either. The 
pledge of the Dominion of Canada to pay any man 
money for value received is as good as the wheat and 
as safe as the Bank of England. 

The best pledge of the Dominion of Canady to pay 
is a Canadian Victory Bond; better than checks or bills

The 
question of price has to be carefully considered 
by the great majority of people, but those who 
can afford to do bo should substitute, in part, 
other cereals for wheat even if the price of the 
substitutes should be higher. 

For meat, fish is a peculiarly suitable sub¬ 
stitute, because of the variety available, and 
the abundant sources of supply in the Domin¬ 
ion. Beans have nearly the same food value as 
meat. '• 

By a careful selection of other foods the 
consumption of meat may be very considerably 
reduced, especially by persons who are not en¬ 
gaged in heavy manual work. 

And remember, the primary reason for 
urging the saving of wheat, flour, beef and 
bacon is not economy in cost, but that the sol¬ 
diers may be supplied with the food which they 
, n$ed. *

Synopsis of Canadian North¬ 
west Land Regulations 

THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, who was at tbs 
comtnenct merit of the present war, and 
has since continued to be a British *ul>- 
Ject or a subject of an allisd or neutral 
country, may homestead a quarter sec¬ 
tion of available Dominion Land in Man¬ 
itoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. Appli¬ 
cant must sppear in person at Dominion 
Lands Agenry or Sub-Agencv for Dis¬ 
trict. Entry by proxy may be made on 
certain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation of laud in 
each of three year*. 

In certain diatricta a homestrader^Siy 
secure an adjoining quarter-section as 
ure-emptiou. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties—Reside six month* in each of 
three years after earning homestead pat¬ 
ent and cultivate 50 acre* extra. May 
obtain pre-emption patent a* soon aa 
homestead patent on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining homestead 
patent, if liecannotsicures pre emption, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer¬ 
tain districts. Price $8.00 per acre. Mint 
reside six month* in each of three year*, 
cultivate 60 acre* and erect a houae worth 
$800 00. 

Holders of entries may count time of 
employment** farm laboured in Canada 
during 1917, as residence duties under 
certain conditions. 

When Dominion lands are advertised 
or posted for entry, returned soldiers who 
have aerved overseas and have been hon¬ 
ourably discharged, receive one day pri. 
orify in > pp'ring forentry at local Agent* 
Office (1 rl not 8ub-Ag*ney). Discharge 
paper* u si be presented to Agent.
